2, Issues of Concern to Congressman D ingell , The Congress- 
man stated that his interests in the hearings that he was conducting 
did not focus on CIA. On the contrary. Congressman Dingell made 
the point that his primary concerns were with the loss of nuclear 
materials at U. S. processing plants, the security of U. S. nuclear 
facilities and the proven inability of the U. S. to improve procedures 
which were designed to protect nuclear processing facilities. As a 
result of these interests Congressman Dingell wanted data that CIA 
might possess which would impact on these issues. The Congressman 
stressed that his interest was in the intelligence that CIA might have 
on these topics and that he did not want to compromise any so urces 
or methods. 
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
